The  First  Settlers.

Within  frog®  nine  to  thirteen  years 
from  the  drat  Ending  m  1666,  that  is 
*  in  1676  and  1679,  at  least  thirty-six 
persona  had  takeu  titles  from  the 
mouth  uf  the  fijecoml  River  all  along 
the  stream,  oty  Watsessou  plain,  on 
Watsesson  bill,  in  the  fork  of  the 
branches  of  Second  River,  ou  the 
branches  of  Sifeond  River,  at  the  foot 
of  the  mountaip  and  to  the  top  of  the 
mountains  ne#r  Eagle  Rock  laud 
northward,  ijiaere  are  the  names  of 
Ward  and  Mojris  and  Ball  and  Harr¬ 
ison  and  Cranffond  Pierson  and  Davis 
and  Dodd  aucLltichards  ami  Baldwin 
aud  Blockley  $d<1  Johnson  aud  Kit* 
chell  and  Freeman  and  Lymon  and 
Cathn.  The  record  of  these  titles  in 
1675  and  1679  had  also  been  retard¬ 
ed  by  conteutfcms  with  proprietors  at 
Elizabethtown,  so  that  we  muy  say 
tiiat  the  exploration  and  settlement  of 
this  northern  half  of  the  colonial 
tract  beguu  with  the  very  beginning 
at  the  lHudmjh  place.  Ten  years  or 
more  later  any  had  crossed  this 
plain,  bet  .'  eenj the  Second  and  Third 
'Rivers,  at  1  ity  1695  to  1698  thirty- 
five  land  cwtfrs — half  of  them  the 
same  pereonsjj-had  pateuts  and  sur¬ 
veys  up  the  course  and  doien  the 
course  of  Thif^  River  to  Stone  House 
plaih,  and  to  j^ie  Acquackenouck  line 
in  both  the  mfithwest  aud  the  north¬ 
east  corners  fjf  the  original  town 
tract.  There  are  Thomas  Davis  aud 
Benjamin  Baldwin  and  Matthew  Can- 
field.  There  las  John  Morris  begin¬ 
ning  the  lylorrig  Neighborhood.  There 
are  Wards  and  a  4Wakwmau  between 
Stone  House;  Plaiu  und  the  east 
branch  of  Tuifey's  brook.  There  are 
a  Wheeler  null  a  Freeinau  north  of 
Stone  House  lt»ruuk,  and  Robt.  Young 
amj  others  tolhe  Acquackenonck  line 
at  the  moDOtafp  ;  and  probably  down 
the  Tuird  Ilivsr,  Tbeophilus  Pierson, 
John  Treat,  jfrunn  Albert,  and  two 
Hollanders,  I^uppose  Bastion  Naga- 
son  and  Johu^Iroodbevvie  all  the  way 
down  to  thejflnooth  of  the  Third 
River  at  tie  j^ssaic. 

Thornes  Dajjis  in  1695  has  liberty 
to  set  up  a  sa  >  mill;  and  the  wood- 
chopper’s  ea^ju  ami  the  split-log 
house  began  tv  give  way  to  bouses  of 
sawn  lumber  j^ud  highways  crossed 
the  three  for<^|  of  Second  River  to 
these  remntesfcfleaiings. 


meeting  they  proceeded  to  ehoose  a 
name  which  should  unify  and  identify 
the  whole  northern  end  of  Newark, 
from  the  great  boiliDg  spring  to  the 
Acquackenunck  line. 

Iu  making  their  choice  they  passed 
by  Waisessiug,  a  euphonious  Iudiuu 
name — signifying  either  crooked  and 
descriptive  possibly  of  the  elbow  o, 
Third  River,  or  Mountain  of  Stoue — 
which  in  surveys  and  puteuts  seem 
at  first  confined  to  the  Fninkliu  Hill 
and  to  the  plain  below  aud  had  beeu 
expending  itself  northwards.  They 
did  not  consider  Crane  town  which 
had  come  iuto  local  use  probably  be¬ 
fore  the  RevSJution  aH  that  of  the 
proper  Settlement  of1  one  among  sev¬ 
eral  strong  futuiliW  They  thought 
Newtown,  as  the  litCM*-  settlement  on 
the  road  to  Second  River  (past  Mr. 
Oakes  house)  was  called,  lacking  in 
^utilities.  They  could  ^not!  for  the 
Morrises  call  it  MorristoWD,  for  that 
name  was  pre-occupied.  They  rc- 
jtcted  the  youug  men’s  suggestion  uf 
Hopewell.  Crab  Apple  Orchard,  collo¬ 
quial  for  the  locality  jifst  abov*/  the 
school  house,  was  too  small  and  too 
soirr. 

Aud  so  they  r»  mam  led  all  these 
names  to  final  obscurity  ifutl  raised 
iuto  prominence  the  n  one  of  a  popu¬ 
lar  ami  public  mau  rising  himself  iuto 
wide  prominence  iu  the  Stale.  We 
can  hear  the  advocacy  of  Isaac  Watts 
Crane  as  he  set  f*>rlli  rhe  civil  ami 
military  and  patriotic  vii'.ues  of  the 
mau  lie  admired,  and  see  his  satisfied 
look  u  lien  Bloomfield  had  “u  large 
majority  of  the  votes."  The  Trustees 
immediately  incorporated  under  “the 
name  aud  title  of  The  Trustees  of  the 
Presbyterian  Society  of  Bloomfield." 
The  next  duy  they  begau  the  subscrip¬ 
tion  for  the  church  edifice. 


The  £tone  Houses. 

Stone  housed  began  to  appear  as 
the  new  c<  ntunV’  went  ou— first  prob¬ 
ably  of  field  steue  and  then  of  stone 
from  the  cuarry.  If  chiseled  dates 
can  be  rehod  op,  the  first  of  which 
we  can  be  certain  are  tbe  Van  Giesou 
bouse  tow..rd^Stone  House  plain  iu 
1711,  the  Antquuy  Oliff  houstf  below 
Eagle  Rock  (|Villiam8ville')  in  1712, 
the  Abraham  ^ Van  Gieson  bouse  on 
the  east  bt  aoe£  of  Third  River  near 
Canoe  swfimpj'  and  the  Daniel  Dodd 
(Amos  Doddjjjiouse  now  occupied  by 
Mra.  Charles  Gilbert,  in  1719,  and  the 
Franklin  Hillwcboo)  house  in  1758. 
Tbe  Moses  jVarrand  bouse  below 
Watsessing  fc£ll,  tbe  Abrabam  H. 
Cadmus  (Mos$s  Cadmus)  house  on 
Montgomery  Street,  part  of  the 
Joseph  Davis  house  opposite  -the 
Baptist  Churdi,  the  Thomas  Cadmus 
mansion  wh^j-e  Washington  slept, 
with  its  sbiv£  Quarters  on  the  south 
and  its  big  Detch  oven  on  the  west, 
the  Wakely  h^uso  on  Belleville  Ave¬ 
nue  and  the  Qrane  bouses  in  "Crane- 
toVn,  represent  no  doubt  a  larger 
number  1  uilt  during  that  third  or 
half  of  trie  l century.  The  names'1 
Stone  House  plain  and  Stone  House 
brook  were  ii*t  titles  in  1695.  Pos¬ 
sibly  there  wag  a  solitary  house  there, 
although  th^' tradition  is  that  the 
“stone  house1*  was  a  shelving  rock 
with  a  spring) 

The  Naming  of  the  Town. 

It  was  the(  congregation  and  tbe 
Presbyterian '  Society  that  took  the 
name  of  Blotknfield.  Although  the 
time  of  the  ghurch-town,  when  only 
ccmmunicanta  could  vote  was  long 
past,  yet  religious  ideas  absorbed  the 
stalwart  leaders  and  dominated  civil 
affairs.  The  town  did  not  come 
into  existence  . for  sixteen  years. 

The  notices  therefore  “set  up  in 
three  uf  the  inoet  public  places" — 
quite  likriy  aL-tfcfe  three  school 
houses— w  or  A  notices  for  a  meeting 
of  the  oongtigetion.  And  at  the

The  stairways  to  the  gallery  wei> 
inside  the  audience  room,  tbe  steps 
haviug  a  square  turn  and  passing 
through  the  gallery  floor  at  the  south 
end.  The  woodwork  was  unpainted. 
The  ceiling  was  a  square  slope  from 
each  side  up  to  a  flat  parallelogram. 
The  petfs  were  the  old  high  bu\es, 
fuciug  on  one  side  away  from  the  pul¬ 
pit,  the  pulpit  itself  a.  gublet-shaped 
box,  mounted  on  a  single  pedestal, 
with  a  crimson  curtain  bebin  i  and  a 
flaring  sounding  -  board  overhead. 
There  is  uu  steeple  aud  no  bell  to 
summon  tbe  people.  But  the  people 
knew  church-time  eveu  without  a 
watch  or  a  clock.  The  full  wagon 
loads  drive  up.  This  family  and  that 
find  their  way  to  their  accustomed 
places.  A  middle  aged  man,  square 
and  heavy,  cane  in  hand,  with  broad- 
brimmed,  straight-crowned  Puritan 
hat  comes.walking  with  conscious  dig¬ 
nity  up  the  parading  ground.  He 
enters  the  door,  proceeds  wifh  digni 
tied  leisure  down  the  middle  aisle, 
lays  his  hat  and  cane  on  the  table  and 
takes  his  seat  in  the  family  pew  by 
yobuer  illuminated  wiudow.  That  is 
Joseph  Davis.  Israel  Crane,  tall, 
spare  and  stooping,  with  his  strong 
and  sober  face,  has  left  his  open  wag 
on  to  speak  a  moment  outside  the 
door  with  General  John  Dodd,  small 
er  in  physique  than  himself,  both  of 
whom  find  their  way  to  square  pews 
at  the  right  of  the  pulpit.  Captain 
John  Baldwin,  yonder  large  man,  in 
stravtf  bat  and  sbirt  sleeves,  just  leak¬ 
ing  bis  way  to  the  gallery — always  at 
church — will  l5e  ready  after  meeting, 
skillful  controversialist  as  he  is,  to  de¬ 
fend  the  orthodox  faith  against  Hop- 
kinsonism.  Deacon  Isuac  Dodd  has 
come  o?er  from  his  house  opposite 
with  its  well  of  water,  on  Sunday 
noons  especially  like  the  well  at  Beth¬ 
lehem.  Deacons  Joseph  and  Oliver 
Crane  and  Major  Nathauiel  Crane 
have  come  iu  from  Cranetown  and 
Oliver  Crane  and  his  neighbors  from 
Caldwell.  The  singers  have  found 
their  way  up  the  inside  stairway, 
Possibly  the  player  on  instruments  is 
tuning  his  viol,  if  they  have  attained 
such  a  luxury.  The  matrons  are 
placing  their  foot-stoves  in  position. 
And  now,  as  the  Morrises  pass  his 
door,  Pastor  Jackson  comes  from  the 
Widow  Lloyd’s  house.  They  enter 
together  the  church:  He  moves  dowfi 
the  aisle,  ascends  the  high  wining 
pulpit  stair  and  takes  his  seal—  and 
the  congregation  is  ready  for  their 
simple  ^nd  impressive  service.

Mrs.  Ormistou  Chant  (  f  London  was 
a  delegate  from  tho  World's  W.  C.  T. 
U-  to  tho  national trou noil  offpomen  late¬ 
ly  hold  at  Berlin.  I11  lu  r  address  she 
expressed  her  regret  at  being  unable  to 
speak  German.  Mrs.  Chant  said:  “I 
have\  hitherto  boon  so  busy  trying  to 
livo4fie')four  lives  of  mot Imr,  minister, 
hoiiscJteeper  and  writer ‘intone  that  I 
have  not  had  time  to  venture  a  fifth  as 
a  linguist.  I  began  to  learn  German 
only  a  month  ago,  and,  though  it  takes 
but  an  hour  to  learn  to  love  It,  it  takes  a 
lifetime  to  learn  to  speak*  it. ’’  Mrs. 
Chant  presented  greetings  from  the  first 
president  of  the  in^ernationul  ecuiucil  of 
women,  Mrs.  Fawcett,  a*id  paid  a  high 
tribute  to  her,  to  the  American  women 
who  organized  the  first  international 
congress  of  women  at  Washington  in 
1888,  aud  to  Frances  E.  Willard. 

Of  Lady  Heury  Somerse  t  Mrs.  Chant 
said:  “Belonging  to  the  high  ancestral 
nobility  of  our  country,  she  -has  conse¬ 
crated  her  rank,  wealth  and  social  in- 
uence  to  the  ^reat  work  of  uplifting 
ethical  standard  of  her  day  and 
coniltry.  One  of  ouk  finest  sfSeNkers,  in- 
factually  in  the  front  rank  ns  a  think¬ 
er,  her  beautiful  life  in  private  is  a 
shining  track  marked  out  by  generous 
acts  of  pity  and  womanly  sqccor  of  the 
victims  of  cruelty  and  sia  With  ‘No- 
oblige’  for  her  motto,  she  has 
done  what  the  English  aristocracy  ought 
to  have  done  centuries  ago,  aud  of  her 
it  shall  bo  said  in  days  to  come,  ‘The 
blessing  of  him  that  was  ready  to  perish 
came  upon  her.  ’ — Boston  Woman’s 
Journal.

General  Fitz  Hugh  L<  e,  who  has  so 
recently  renoend  sueh  distinguished 
services  to  his  country  us  consul  general 
of  tue  United  States  to  Cuba,  is, one  of 
the  famous  Lee  family  of  Virginia.  He 
is  a  grandson  of  Colonel  Harrry  Lee, 
who  was  known  iu  the  Revolutionary 
war  us  “Light  Horse  Harry,”  and  he  is 
a  nephew  of  General  RotiertJJ.  Lee. 

General  Fitz  Hugh  Leonas  born  at 
Clermont,  Fairfax  county,  Va.,  in  1885 
and  was  graduated  from  West  Point  in 
1856.  *He  took  part  iu  some  engage- 


hand  to  turn  out  a  successful  braided 
gown.  Every  bit  of  it  must  look  as  per¬ 
fect  as  a  die,  yet  it  must  be  all  hand 
work,  or  it  is  not  np  to  date.  Black 
braid  is  put  upon  gowns  of  all  colors, 
from  pale  grays  and  tans  to  black,  aud 
with  equally  good  effect.  Shades  of 
brown  braid  are  also  employed  nicely 
ujpou  certain  shades  of  blue,  tan  and 
smoke  gray.  A  fetching  gown  in  the 
latter  dainty  color  is  made  up  of  smooth 
English  taelton,  lined  throughout  with 
rustling  golden  brown  taffeta  and  richly 
braided  with  the  same  shade  of  silk 
braid.  The  skirt  is  cut  to  maasure  five 
yards  at  the  foot  and  is  trimmed  wim  a 
curved  border  of  brown  braid  set  on  iu  a 
fantastic  way.  The  blouse  bodice  is 
drawn  into  a  belt  of  brown  velvet.  The 
entire  body  is  braided  over  in  rows, 
ending  in  figures  to  match  the  skirt,  tbe 
braiding  extending  over  tbe  hips  a  short 
distance  and  over  tho  tops  of  the  leg  of 
mutton  sleeves.  Double  cuffa  of  the  vel¬ 
vet  and  an  odd  doable  collar  finish  the 
waist.  Military  effects  are  much  used  in 
braiding.  Very  little  is  put  jtapou  the 
skirt,  but  quantities  are  lavished  upon 
tbe  bodices.  Sometimes  the  entire  sleeves 
are  braided  over  in  narrow,  curved  lines, 
finished  with  til if  lohps^  A  gown  of 
white  alpaca  is  enrichedpy  the  bodice 
being  braided  elaborately  {vith  black  out¬ 
ing  appliqued  figures  of  royal  purple 
broadcloth.  — Chicago  Timea»Herald. 


GENERAL  FITZ  HUGH  LEE.  j 
ments  with  tbe  Indians  and  was  /onoe 
severely  wounded.  I11  1861  he  whs  an 
instructor  of  cavalry  at  West  Point,  but 
resigned  his  commission  and  entered  the 
Confederate  service.  He  took  a  promi¬ 
nent  part  in  tbe  campaign  of  northern 
Virginia.  Iu  1874  be  made  a  speech  at 
Bunker  Hill  which  attracted  general  at¬ 
tention,  and  iu  1888  he  made  a  tour, 
through  the  southern  states  iutheinter- 
psrof  the  Southern  Historical  society.

Materials  For  Winter  Gowns. 

For  tho  winter  wardrobe  all  shades 
of  brown,  clear  dark  green,  navy  und 
grayish  blue,  clear  gray — not  a  steely 
shade — and  reddish  violet  are  suitable 
for  the  street,  ”  writes  Emma  M.  Hooper 
iu  The  Ladies’  Home  Journal.  “Black 
is  also  very  fashionable  in  smooth  and 
rough  goods  for  street  costumes.  Among 
the  latter  are  English  and  -cravenette 
(waterproof)  serges  in  large  and  small 
cords  at  $1  to  $2  a  yard,  silk  warp  eu- 
dora  from  $1.50  up,  oheviot  finished 
serges  from  $1,  mohair  figured  goods 
from  $1.26,  and  plain  mo'h^irs  from  76 
cents.  All  of  these  goods  are  of  double 
width,  and  eight  yards  forn^Hie  usual 
dress  pattern.  In  colored  goods  the  plain 
ladies’  cloths  are  worn  again,  and  these 
should  be  sponged  before  making  them 
up  to  prevent  spotting.  The  merohant 
selling  the  dress  can  be  requested  to 
send  it  to  the  city  where  professionals 
do  the  sponging  for  about  60  cents  a 
dress  and  retain  tbe  gloss  as  no  one  else 
can.  Ladies’  cloth,  like  velvet,  should 
be  made  up  all  one  way  of  tlhe  cloth  or 
the  pieces  will  shade  differently.  Seven 
yards  of  cloth  are  a  good  pattern.  Rough 
boucle  fabrics  having  curls  of  hair  will 
be  selected  for  visiting  and  church  wear, 
making  them  np  with  velvet  or  plain 
doth  accessories.  Siljk  and  wool  mixtures 
require  velvet  or  silk  combinations  and 
are  found  from  $1  up,  though  they  are 
not  to  be  recommended  under  $1.60  a 
yard.  The  rough  goods  are  literally  of 
all  prices,  commencing  with  domestic 
fabrics  at  75  cents.  ’’

Edward  John  Poynter,  the  new  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Royal  academy,  now  be¬ 
comes  the  most  prominent  artist  in 
England.  He  was  born  iu  Paris  about 
60  years  ago  and  is  the  son  of  Ambrose 
Poynter,  an  architect  of  some  note  in 
his  day.  He  was  taken  to  England  in 
hie  infancy  and  begau  the  study  of  art 
at  the  age  of  18.  Two  years  later  he  re¬ 
turned  to  Paris,  and  there  became  a  stu-

dent  under  Gleyre  in  the  Ecole  des 
Beaux  Arts.  Among  his  friends  during 
his  art  student  days  was  the  late  Du 
Maurier,  who  included  a  sketoh  of 
Poynter  under  the  guise  of  one  of  tbe 
minor  characters  in  “Trilby.” 

Mr.  Poynter  early  won  recognition  as 
an  artist  and  at  the  age  of  38  was  elect¬ 
ed  an  associate  of  the  Royal  academy. 
In  1876  be  became  a  full  fledged  aca¬ 
demician  aDd  soon  after  was  made  a 
member  of  the  Belgian  Water  Color  so¬ 
ciety.  In  1871  he  was  appointed  Slade 
professor  of  art  at  University  oollege. 
In  1894  Mr.  Poynter  succeeded  8ir 
Frederic  Burton  us  director  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  gallery.  He  was  also  for  some 
time  principal  of  the  National  Art 
Training  school  at  South  Kensington. 
One  of  his  best  known  pictures  is  a  por¬ 
trait  of  Mrs.  Langtry,  but  his  most  fa¬ 
mous  canvas  is  probably  “The  Meeting 
of  Kjng  Solomon  and  the  (jueen  of 
Sheba.  ”
